The split, furthermore, is not 
confined to the party alone; pub- 
lic opinion as a whole is also 
divided, as opinion polls have 
shown, into two general pat- 
terns of thinking. There are 
those who favor an early peace 
with the Soviet Union. while 
others warn against the danger 
of a too-ready rapprochement. 

Even if Mr. Hatoyama went 
to Moscow now and came back 
with or without results, he 
would still face dissatisfaction 
both in the party and among 
the people. 

In other words, there is not 
much point in his journey to 
Moscow “at this time, at least 
under the present. circum- 
stances. 

What is more important is 
unity of opinion in the party. 
The Liberal-Democratic Party 
sheuld first unify and consoli-

date its own stand on the vital 
question and then try to solve 
it in earnest. That is to say, 
intra-party settlement of issues 
must precede international nego- 
tiations. 

One of the reasons why the 
situation has become so help- 
lessly entangled is that the party 
and Government lack a strong 
leadership. As it stands, we are 
ready to throw our hands up in 


despair. 


Mr. Hatoyama is a sick and 
tired man. He himself is willing. 
to hand over the reins to a suc- 
cessor aS soon as a suitable 
choice is made. 

We believe that Mr. Hato- 
yama’s retirement is an urgent 
necessity; we are anxious to let 
him retire to a life of peace 
and rest. 

The conservative party lead- 
ers must take proper steps 
quickly.

Three top executives of the 
Liberal-Democratic Party  yes-

The decision was reached at 
a meeting of Secretary-General 
Nobusuke Kishi, Executive 
Board Chairman Mitsujiro Ishii 
and Policy Board Chairman 
Mikio Mizuta at the Grand Hotel, 
Nagatacho, yesterday afternoon, 

Kishi last night said that the 
party had no plan to take special 
steps or react against the re- 
presentation made by business 
circles. 

He added that the way in 
which the business leaders 
made the proposal Had been un- 
precedented and “we are very 
much troubled.” 

The main-current faction of 
the Liberal-Democratic Party 
charged that the business 
leaders overstepped their 
bounds by “meddling in _ pol- 
itics.” 

Thursday evening Taizo Ishi- 
zaka, president of the Federa- 
tion of Economic Organizations, 
and Aiichiro Fujiyama, presi- 
dent of the Japan Chamber of 
Commerce and Industry, met 
with Kishi and Ishii and con- 
veyed the request in behalf of 
business leaders, The request 
said a “successor to the Prime 
Minister must be decided as 
soon as possible.” This virtual- 
ly amounted to a demand for 
Hatoyama’s retirement, 

This request was taken up at 
the Cabinet members’ confer- 
ence, excluding Hatoyama, held 
at the Prime Minister’s official 
residence yesterday morning. 
The opinion was predominant, 
however, that the business lead- 
ers had “gone too far.”

Soviet astoronomer watching 
Mars’ approach to earth from 
an observatory in central Asia 
said today that snow which 
covered the planet disappeared 
guickly. 

Moscow Radio carried the re- 
port frem Prof. Vsevolod Sharo- 
nov, who headed a team of as- 
tronomers from Leningrad that 
traveled to Tashkene to observe 
Mars last night as it reached its 
closest point to earth—35 mil- 
lion miles—in 32 years. 

Sharonov said the phenome- 
non of disappearing snow had 
never before been observed on 
Mars. He said it may have melt- 
ed because of an unexpectedly 
rapid heatup.

W. Germany 
Asks Russia 
To Help Unite 
Split Nation 


By The Associated Press 

LONDON, Sept. 7—West Ger: 
many called on Russia today to 
join with the Big-Three Western 
Powers in new negotiations for 
uniting Germany and conclud- 
ing a final peace settlement. 

German and Western diplo- 
mats reported the long-planned 
move by the Federal Republic 
Came in notes sent to the Big- 
Four capitals. 

Ambassador Hans von Her- 
wath. delivered the German 
Communication to Foreign Sec- 
retary Selwyn Lloyd. It was 
accompanied by a copy of a 
memorandum which the Bonn 
Government has sent to the 
Soviet Union for delivery today. 

Informants said West Germany 
Suggested broadly that reunifi- 
cation can be achieved without 
threatening Soviet security by 
establishing a partly demilitariz- 
ed zone along the line of the 
Oderneisse River. 


Bonn Calls on Big Four 

BONN, Sept. 7 (AP)—Chan- 
cellor Konrad Adenauer’s Gov- 
ernme:.t called on the Big-Four 
powers today to start new nego- 
tiations to unite 70 million Ger- 
mans through free elections. 

These negotiations showld in- 
clude West Germany, the Gov- 
ernment said. 

Sweeping security guarantee: 
were offered to the Soviet Union 
to insure that it would never 
again be the victim of Teutonic 
aggression, 

In notes to the United States, 
USSR, Britain and France, the 
Bonn Government specifically 
ruled out any new Big-Four con- 
ference at this time on the Ger- 
man question,

united Germany would be tied 
to NATO and the West Evu- 
ropean Union (WEU).  Ger-

Radio Isotopes 
On Crashed Plane 


VANCOUVER, Sept. 7 (AP)— 
A Canadian Pacific Airlines of- 
ficial confirmed yesterday that 
the plane which crashed at 
Cold Bay, Alaska a week ago 
was carrying a small package 
of radio-active material. 

Fifteen persons died in the 
crash. 

Jack Crump, CPA Public Re- 
lations officer, said the package 
contained radio isotopes being 
shipped to Japanese hospitals. 
The radio-active material was 
wrapped in lead and the whole 
package weighed no more than 
“five or six pounds.” 

Crump said the package was 
unharmed in the crash. 

An investigator for the Civil 
Aeronautics Authority in An- 
chorage, Alaska said yesterday 
all the facts of the crash are 
known now but the cause has 
not been determined.

Soviet Bloc Said 
Canceling Leaves 


BERLIN, Sept. 7 (INS)—Re- 
ports of Communist origin cir- 
culated in East Berlin last night 
that all leaves of military per- 
sonnel throughout the Soviet 
bloc have been canceled because 
of the Suez crisis. 

The action was said to have 
been taken since Britain and 
France started their current 
military buildup in Cyprus, 

(An additional’ 2,600 French 
paratroopers and airmen landed 
on Cyprus yesterday, to join 
the 1,000 French troops already 
there. The British are estimat- 
ed to have 18,000 to 25,000 men 
in the island colony 250 miles 
from the northern entrance to 
the Suez Canal. 

(Diplomatic quarters in Paris 
said they had no knowledge or 
confirmation of the reports that 
military leaves had been can 
celed behind the Iron Curtain. 
If correct, they said, it would 
be “extremely important.” 

(Diplomatic sources in Lon- 
don likewise said they were un- 
able to confirm the East Berlin 
reports. It was speculated the 
reported cancellation of leaves 
might be part of@ propaganda 
move to back up Egypt’s de- 
mand that Britain and France

These, he 
said: include the planning of a 
unified reply to the troops 
movements of the two Western 
allies, 

He accused Britain and France 
of aiming to bring pressure to 
bear on Egypt during the cur-

—especially on-the part of the 
Western powers.” 


Argentina _ 
Will Pay 
Debt to Japan 


BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 7 
(AFP) — Complete agreement 
has been reached between 
Argentina and Japan on the 
payment of Argentina’s debt to 
Japan and on the terms of a 
new commercial protocol be- 
tween the two _ countries, 
Finance Minister Eugenio Blan- 
co announced last night. 

The agreement will be sign- 
ed tomorrow. Well-informed 
sources said the new trade 
agreement provides for $20 mil- 
lion ‘worth of trade in each 
direction for 1956. The same 
source said Argentina’s debt 
amounting to $60 million, would. 
be paid off large!y according 
to the principles of the muitila. 
teral payment signed in Paris 
in May this year between Argen- 
tina and nine European coun- 
tries. 


The remaining five million 
dollars of the debt would be 
paid in Argentine products. 
Another sum of eight million 
dollars from deferred payments 
on the purchase by Argentine 
public services of Japanese 
material would be paid in sterl- 
ing together with $300,000 
worth of goods bought by 
Argentina since April 1.

|Pakistan Will 


Aid Egypt's 
Economy — 


CAIRO, Sept. 7 (Kyodo-UP)— 
Pakistan and Egypt will con- 
clude a payments agreement 
this week to help ease the pres- 
sure on Egypt's economy 
caused by Britain’s blocking of 
sterling reserves, the Middle 
East News Agency said last 
Mnight. . 

The semi-official agency quot- 
ed Pakistani Information Direc- 
tor Sayed Farid Jafry as indicat- 
ing that the Baghdad Pact 
would die if force were used 
against Egypt. 

“Pakistan joined the Baghdad 
Pact only because of the Kash- 
mir question,” the agency quot- 
ed him as saying. 

And, in another quote, Jafry 
allegedly said Pakistan only 
agreed ,to the Dulles plan for 
the internationalization of the 
Suez Canal “under duress.” 

Pakistan, Jafry said, insisted 
at the recent London Suez con- 
ference that any decision about 
the administration of the canal 
should have Egypt’s agreement. 

“From Pakistan’s point of 
view this was the only solution 
possible,” the agency quoted 
Jafry. “Britain was opposed 
even to this.” 

Any force used by Britain and 
France against Egypt wouid 
weaken the Baghdad Pact, Jafry 
warned, 

At the same time the agency 
said Jafry sharply criticized the 
Arab countries for “not. having 
given even lukewarm support to 
Pakistan” in its dispute with In- 
dia over Kashmir.

CAIRO, Sept. 7 (INS) 
The rapidly collapsing Suez 
Canal talks floundered in 
deep diplomatic gloom to- 
day with no hint of a break 


in the deadlock. 


The talks may end tomorrow 
when the Menzies Committee 
will meet with President Nasser 
for the first time in three. days. 

The crucial issue of interna- 
tional management for the ma- 
tionalized canal hung at dead 
center. 


Nasser remained dead set 
against it. Australian Prime 
Minister Robert G. Menzies and 
his five-nation committee appar- 
ently had nothing else to offer. 

From the Egyptian point of 
view, the next move was up to 
the 18 nations which sent an 
eloquent but unsuccessful mis- 
sion to Cairo with the London 
Conference proposal that Egypt 
turn the waterway over to the 
management of an international 
board. 

Despite sweltering heat, Egyp- 
tians speculated in unusual calm 
over whether the next step 
would be a compromise offer at 
the negotiating -table or -an 
armed invasion attempting to 
seize the canal, :

U.S. Army Identifies 
2 Gl’s Found in Hotel

The U.S. Army yesterday 
identified two soldiers, one dead 
and the other in a coma, found 
in a Japanese hotel Wednesday 
under suspicious circumstances. 

Headquarters ist Cavalry Divi- 
sion in Tokyo identified the dead 
soldier as Pvt. Marvin Houston, 
of the 5th Cavalry Regiment. 
Houston was pronounced dead 
by a Japanese doctor at the 
hotel. 

Discovered in the hotel in a 
coma was Pfc. Donald T. Gue- 
noit, also of the 5th Cavalry 
Regiment. Guenoit was taken 
immediately to the Tokyo Army 
Hospital and is expected to sur- 
vive. 

The Army said a preliminary 
investigation points to a prob- 
able suicide attempt’ by both 
soldiers by taking an overdose 
of sleeping pills.

The U.S. Treasury Bureau of 
Customs announced recently 
that baggage declarations by 
travelers entering the United 
States have been greatly sim- 
plified and streamlined. it was 
revealed in Tokyo yesterday. 


A new baggage declaration 
form—the first new one in over 
a half century—has been placed 
in use Aug. 27, at most United 
States seaports, airports and 
land border stations. The form 
has been so designed that in 
many cases, its completion will 
require only check marks to in- 
dicate “Yes” or “No” answers 
to a few printed questions, plus 
the traveler’s name and address 
and facts about the trip. The 
form contains space for listing 
of articles when necessary. 

Carriers, such as steamship 
companies and airlines, as well 
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U.S. Customs Declarations 
For Travelers Streamlined 


as travelers are expected to find 
the new form to their liking. 
It should minimize the hereto- 
fore onerous “briefing” of pas- 
sengers by carrier personnel on 
details of the declaration task, 


Traditional fears of the old dec- 
laration form by inexperienced 
travelers—fears due in large 
part, supposedly, to its rather 
puzzling design and highly 
formal language—are expected 
to be set at rest by the new 
form, the text of which leads 
off with this assurance: 

“The United States Customs 
Service extends to you a most 
hearty welcome on your arrival 
in the United States and invites 
your attention to certain forma- 
lities attendant to your clear- 
ance through customs.” 

There follows a brief section 
to be filled in with the travel- 
er’s name and address, and facts 
about the trip. 

The form contains two groups 
of questions, one for returning 
residents and one for arriving 
nonresidents, all to be answer- 
ed by check marks in “Yes” or 
“No” boxes. These sections 
state the duty-free allowances 
for residents and nonresidents 
respectively. The questions ask 
whether these allowances have 
been exceeded. If a traveler in 
either group answers all ques- 
tions in the negative, no fur- 
ther information is required. If 
any of the answers are “Yes,” 
listing of the pertinent articles 
is necessary.

River Inadequate 
For CP-5 Reactor 


MITO, Sept. 7 (Kyodo)—The 
water flow of the Kuji River, 
running near Tokai-mura, Iba- 
raki Prefecture, where the 
Atomic Energy Research In- 
stitute is to be located, is not 
sufficient for the construction 
of a CP-5 type reactor. 

This view was expressed by 
‘two engineers of the American 
Machine and Foundry Com- 
pany from where Japan is ex- 
pected to purchase its second 
A-reactor. 

The two, G.W. Boutelle and 
A.H. Plough, inspected the 
AERI site in the village of To- 
kai Thursday in connection 
with the installation of the 
CP-5 reactor. 

After the inspection, they 
pointed out that the water 
volume of the Kuji River was 
too small and said AERI 
authorities should reconsider 
the water problem. 

The Americans said they had 
been told by AERI that the 
flow of the Kuji River was 25 
tons per second. Actually, 
however, it was less than this, 
they believed. 


Kinfolk of Japanese 
Held in USSR Rally 


Some 1,000 kinfolk of Japa- 
nese still detained in Soviet 
Russia met in a grand rally at 
Hibivya Park in Tokyo yester- 
day to press for early conclu- 
sion of the Japan-Soviet peace

At the outset of the rally, 
which began at 10:30 a.m., the 
participants offered a_ silent 
prayer for the imprisoned 
family members. 

Chairman Hachiro Arita of 
the National Council of Family 
Members of Japanese Prisoners 
and representatives of the un- 
repatriated family members ad- 
dressed the gathering. 

The rally later adopted a 
resolution demanding the Gov- 
ernment to work for an early 
conclusion of the peace talks so 
that Japanese nationals still 
held in Russia could be re- 
patriated. 


Japaneses Police Force

The nation’s police force is 
due to be augmented by 2,500

WHY THE CROWDS: Ever 
wonder why there are so many 
people in Japan every way you 
turn?

Some Unknown Vital Chemical 
Necessary for Life to Start 


By THOMAS R. HENRY . 


NANA 

STORRS, Conn.—Some_ un- 
known vital chemical is neces- 
sary for life to start. 


It is produced inside the egg, 
from which all higher forms of 
animal life emerge, at a cer- 
tain temperature. This is why 
an egg must be heated in order 
to» hatch, 


This was reported to the 
American Institute of Biologi- 
caly Sciences here by Dr. E. 
Glenn Richards of the Univer- 
sity of Minnesota. His experi- 
ments were with the eggs of 
milk weed bugs, but apparent- 
ly the findings appiy in general 
through nature. He subjected 
these to temperatures from tro- 
pical to near freezing. 


Below 67 Fahrenheit, he 
found, the production of the 
mysterious vitality factor is too 
slow. 

Every egg, he pointed out, is 
a combination of growing em- 
bryo and stored food. Normally 


the embryo grows inside the 
egg, hatches and then 
grows to maturity. But Dr. 
Richards has found that aatch- 
ing does not necessarily mean 
a young organism capable of 
growing. It can grow only if 
it has been provided with a 
sufficient amount of the myster- 
ious “vitality factor.” This can, 
however, be supplied by a vita- 
min-rich diet, if the organism 
is hatched alive. It follows, he 
said, that the factor must in- 
volve synthesis of some vital 
chemical within the egg. 

Hatching itself does not re- 
quire the vitality factor. It in- 
volves only a built-in “calorie 
computer” and the amount of 
stored food. More food is re- 
quired for growth at low tem- 
peratures. An egg contains only 
so much food. If the average 
temperature falls below 60 F. 
the bugs lose their race with 
time by burning up all the 
stored food before reaching the 
hatching stage.

That Important Cereal 


Rice as Japanese ‘Staple Food’ Has Controlled Nation’s Life 


A Japanese politician junket- 
ing in the U.S. tried hard to 
promote U.S.Japan friendship 
by pointing out something com- 
mon between the two nations. 

“Japan is rice country,” he 
endeavored in English. “Amer- 
ica is rice country. We are 
same,” , 

What the man meant is that 
the United States, written in 
Japanese with two ideographs, 
literally meant “rice country.” 

The politico’s atrocious sense 
of humor left his American host 
cold. But at least one half of 
what he said was true: Japan 
is a country which is’ highly 
dependent on that cereal called 
rice, known otherwise as “the 
Staple food.” 

Because of the particular 
geographical and meteorological 
conditions under which the na- 
tion is placed, rice has been 
its primary source of food sup- 
ply from time immemorial. 
In fact, the cereal has controlled 
the life of the nation to a great 
extent, ‘ | 


Land of Rice 

The close relationship be- 
tween the eereal and the nation 
is found in the mythological ap- 
pellation of the land which 
Jater came to be known as 
Japan. Such ancient documents 
as Kojiki and Nihongi refer -to 
Japan as “Toyoashihara-no-chi- 
ihoaki - no- mizuho-no-kuni,” 
which roughly means “a reed- 
growing land, producing rich 
harvest of rice.” Still another 
ancient name for Japan is 
“Kuwashi-hokochi-taru-no-kuni,” 


.which, ironical as it may sound, 


means “a land of plenty—of 
rice—to eat.” | 

According to Japanese myth, 
agriculture is a calling handed 
down by a deity, who is now 
enshrined in the outer sanctuary 
of the Grand Shrines of Ise, 
while the inner shrine is the 
home of the spirit of the Sun 
Goddess. 

Thus, in ancient Japan, peo- 
ple began and finished a year's 
rice harvest literally with a 
prayer. Shinto rites preceded 
the planting of rice shoots and 
harvesting. 

This custom, though not ob- 
served by the farming popula- 
tion itself today, is still found 
in the annual _rice-planting 
ceremonies personally attended 
by the Emperor in the rice 
paddy within the Imperial 
Palace. 

Likewise, the Emperor, the 
supposed lineal descendant of 
deities, offers the year’s first 
grains of rice in the autumn to 
his ancestors in a palace shrine. 


Index of Rank 

During the feudal era in 
Japanese history, warlords were 
enfeoffed by the Shogunate at 
various baronies, which were 
valued in terms of so many 
“koku” (one “koku” equals 
5.12 U.S. bushels) of rice pro- 
duced, 

Thus the rice fief served as 
the index of the rank and im- 
portance-of each vassal lord. 

One “koku” is approximately 
how much rice the average 
Japanese consumes in a year. 
Thus, one of the most powerful 
lords in Japan, aside from the 
Shogun, might have had a fief 
of 1,000,000 “koku” of rice, 
with which he could have sup- 
ported a fair-sized legion of 
samurai retainers of his own. 

The feudal system of Japan, 


. however, was based on the ex- 


ploitation of the peasantry, 
whose primary duty was to 
produce the staple food not for 
its own consumption but for 
the privileged samurai class, 


Peasants Ate Wheat 

Therefore, prewar Japanese 
peasants largely lived on such 
other cereals as wheat, barley, 
rye, and even millet, while giv- 
ing up the rice they harvested 
to the authorities. 

The exaction often went to 
the extreme since the ruling 
class rarely gave consideration 
to the adverse effects of weather 
conditions and natural disasters 
on the harvest. When the pea- 
sants were driven to the verge 
of death by starvatfon, they 
rose, usually in vain, in rebel- 
lion against the samurai class. 

Not only the producer but the 
consumer of rice sometimes riot- 
ed during the feudal era. City-

Rice Riots 

A nationwide disturbance 
was touched off on Aug. 5 
when a group of about 50 fisher- 
men’s wives made a strong de- 
mand on local landowners to 
sell them rice at a lower price. 
The trouble spread throughout 
the country and incidents of in- 
cendiarism and plunder were re- 
ported. 

Trying to cope with the situa- 
tion, the Terauchi Cabinet then 
in power resorted to the dras- 
tic measure of suppressing all 
news on the. “rice riots” in the 
newspapers. The Aug. 15, 
1918, issue of the Asahi Shim- 
bun, for instance, has a local 
news page, about one half of 
which was scrapped off in a 
last-minute, stop-the-press cen- 
sorship conducted under orders 
of the Home Minister. 

It was not until the Army 
Was called out that the civil 
disturbance was settled toward 
the end of August. In this seri- 
ous social phenomenon known 
as “Kome Sodo” (Rice Disturb- 
ance), riots broke out in alto 
gether 25 prefectures, and the 
Army stepped in to quell mobs 
at 42 localities. 

The importance of the staple 
food to the nation’s social and 
economic welfare increased fur- 
ther since the end of World War 
II when Japan’s rice supply was 
drastically cut because of the 
loss of overseas possessions and 
the increase of population 
through repatriation. 

Demanded More Food 

And the postwar rice shortage 
manifested itself most tangibly 
on May 19, 1946, when an esti- 
mated crowd of 250,000 hungry 
Tokyo citizens, including moth- 
ers with crying babies strapped 
to their backs, rallied and 
marched for more food, 

Blaming the condition on the 
Government, the mass meeting 
even adopted a direct appeal to 
the Emperor for his effort to 
ameliorate the situation. 

Rice caused considerable trou- 
ble for the powers-that-be even 
in later years. A Finance Min-

Stands for Poverty

tion, this is a wholesome sug- 
gestion for Japanese have been 
notorious in their almost senti- 
mental dependency on rice diet. 
~ In Japan, a wheat meal or a 
meal of rice mixed with wheat 
generally stands for poverty, 
which is a reflection of the feu- 
dal practice of the poor farmer 
eating wheat and the samurai 
eating rice.

And 
the issue cost one Minister of 
Agriculture and Forestry his 
job. 


Decontrol Studied 


About five years ago, the 
Liberal Government decided to 
please the people by announc- 
ing rice decontrol. And the 
duty of publicly stating it fell 
on the Minister of Agriculture, 
under whose jurisdiction food 
control is . 

Later, however, negotiations 
with GHQ proved that Ameri- 
can economic experts did not 
agree with the Japanese lead- 
ers; the decontrol had to be 
shelved indefinitely. 


What the Government could 
do to save its own face, short 
of mass resignation, was to 
make “a fall guy,” and the 
Agriculture Minister was it. He 
had to resign on Christmas, 
1951.

In anticipation of the happy 
eventuality, the Government re 
cently took steps in simplify- 
ing the rice rationing mechan- 
ism, which is one more move 
toward virtual rice decontrol. 
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WASHINGTON—In a memo 
suppressed by Atomic Energy 
Chairman Lewis Strauss, atomic 
scientists have warned sternly 
that the “fast breeder” power 
reactor he approved for con- 
struction outside Detroit may 
“risk the health and safety of 
the public.” 7 

Last November, a similar but 
smaller experimental reactor 
at Arco, Idaho, melted down 
into a hot radioactive heap that 
couldn’t be touched for six 
months, Puzzled scientists still 


whaven’t found the cause. 


Yet Strauss, ignoring the ur- 
gent advice of his own safety 
experts, okayed construction of 
the same design atomic power 
plan in Detroit’s populous back 
yard. The 150,000-kilowatt 
plant will be built by the. power 
reactor development company 
which, like the Dixon-Yates com- 
bine, was formed by several 
private companies. 

Though there isn’t a secret in 
it, Strauss has guarded the em- 
barrassing memo as if it were 
a blueprint of the H-bomb. He 
carefully stamped it “top sec- 
ret” before showing if, as re- 
quired by law, to the Joint Con- 


gressional Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee. Chairman Clint Ander- 
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son (D.-N.M.) angrily return- 
ed it with a demand that the 
security classification be remov- 
ed. But Strauss agreed only 
to change the stamp from “top 
secret” to “administratively con- 
fidential.” 


Quotes Secret Memo 


Similarly, he has turned down 
a demand by Michigan’s Gov- 
ernor Mennen “Soapy” Williams 
to make the document public. 
The Governor argued futilely 
that the proposed reactor might 
endanger citizens of his state, 


Despite all Strauss’s precau- 
tions, this column has obtain- 
ed a copy of the hush-hush 
memo. Here are some of the 
more explosive passages. 


“The committee believes,” 
wrote the AEC’s Scientists, 
“there is insufficient informa- 
tion available at this time to 
give assurance that the PRDC 
reactor can be operated at this 
site without public hazard.” 


The scientists acknowledged, 
however, that they could not 
say for sure the reactor would 
be unsafe. Strauss had claim- 
ed in issuing the license that 
new research would guarantee 
safe operation by the time the 
reactor is completed in 1960. 
But the scientists disputed this. 


“It appears doubtful,” they 
wrote, “that sufficient experi- 
mental information will be avail- 
able in time to give assurance 
of safe operation of this reac- 
tor unless the present. . .(re- 
search) program of the AEC i3 
amplified and accelerated.” 


Risk of Explosion 


Even an accelerated program, 
they added, might not “give 
sufficient information to permit 
Safe operation of this reactor 
at the Lagoona Beach site on 
the time schedule presently pro- 
posed.” 3 

More frightening, the safety 
experts suggested the reactor 
might even blow up. They were 
“not satisfied,” they said, “with 
the evidence presented that no 
credible supercriticality accident 
resulting from the meltdown 
could breach thé containe=s 
(thus causing a nuclear explo- 
sion).” 

They agreed that “bold steps,” 
such ia licensing the private 
combine to build a fast breeder 
reactors, were important. “But, 
they concluded, “the commit- 
tee does not feel that the steps 
to be taken should be so bold 
as to risk the health and safety 
of the public.” 


Note: Strauss is pushing the 
Detroit project to demonstrate 
that private utilities can devel- 
op atomic power alone. The 
combine insists on the risky 
“fast breeder” design, because 
it produces plufonium as @ by- 
product. Plutonium can be sold 
at a fat profit to the Govern- 
ment for use in nuclear wea- 
pons, 
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Tabooed Crops 


Like many other superstitions, 
tabooed crops are disappearing. 
But some of these superstitions 
are very deeply rooted, and 
while farmers now select their 
crops from economic considera- 
tions and climatic or soil con- 
ditions, there are yet many who 
still think there must be some 
meaning behind such taboos. 


Most of them are related to 
local deities, and crops are 
tabooed because the kami (god) 
did not like them. Such tabooed 
crops are not planted by farm- 
ers of many districts even to- 
day. | 

The farmers of Togo-mura, 
Shinano, do not plant goma or 
sesame, They believe that if 
they plant goma, they will suf- 
fer from eye diseases. When 
the local deity first came from 
Kyoto to the village, he caught 
his feet in cucumber vines, and 
as he fell, his eyes were injured 
by sesame plants, 


The villagers worshipping the 
Seitaga Shrine, near Matsumoto 
City, do not plant chestnut trees, 
believing that if they do so their 
family fortune will decline. 
When the deity first came 
there, chestnut burrs injured his 
eyes. Thus the guardian deity 
will not bring good fortune to 
one who plants chestnuts, 


There are several districts 
where the people do not erect 
the New Year pine ornament, 
because their deities have hu.t 
their eyes with pine needles. 

The farmers of Osaka district 
in Chiba, do not grow daikon 
(Japanese radish), the most com- 
mon vegetable of the country. 
When they see any daikon 
growing naturally by the road- 
side, they are greatly alarmed 
and immediately offer prayers 
for divine help. It is said that 
once the Odaka Myojin, their 
deity, stumbled over a daikon 
root and injured his eyes with 
the branches of a tea tree grow- 
ing nearby. 


In Shiga district, farmers do 
not raise hemp, as their deity 
has forbidden them to do so. 
A hemp plant hurt the eyes 
of Tenjin when he came there 
as the village’s guardian deity. 
At Konaka-mura, Chiba, nobody 
plants kibi (millet). While 
Hitomaru-daimyojin was still a 
human, he was wounded in bat- 
tle, and saved himself by hid- 
ing in a millet field. But a 
millet stalk hurt his eyes, and 
he became blind in one eye. So 
millet is tabooed,

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‘Military Power’ Collection 


The September Chuo Koron 
carries several articles and a 
round-table discussion under 
the general title: “Military 
Power Behind the New Inter- 
national Situation.” The col- 
lection could, if taken serious- 
ly, do a great deal to clear the 
air in Japanese discussions of 
disarmament. One would ex- 
pect a discussion of that prob- 
lem to have constant reference 
to the military strength of the 
powers involved. Thus a sud- 
den arms cut by Power A can 
be expected to lead to a similar 
cut by Power B only if after 
A’s cut is the stronger of the 
two. But in Japan a cut by 
Power A is often taken for a 
sort of absolute. It morally re- 
quires a cut by B. If A has cut 
its army by 600,000 men, why, 
then, so of course should B. 

There is little sign that the 
series is in fact being taken 
seriously. It has been given 
only the most perfunctory 
notice when it has been men- 
tioned at all in newspaper re- 
views, and not a single re- 
viewer seems. to have noticed 
the point: that the collection is 
an attempt to bring the discus- 
sion back to facts it shoyld 
never have left in the first 


place. 
Large Map 


There is for one thing a large 
map which, although in some 
ways confusing, serves to show 
that too much has been made 
in Japan of Soviet arms cuts. 
It is unfortunate that the 
sources used by the compiler, 
Katsuya Hayashi (not always 
an unbiased observer), are 
not made clear. 

Still the map serves its pur- 
pose very well. As of today. 
we learn, the North Atlantic 
armies have 3,600,000 men, the 
united armies of Eastern 
Europe 3,700,000 men, and the 
American, Soviet and Chinese 
armies 1,300,000 men, 2,500,000 
men, and 3,500,000 men respec- 
tively. 

In an unusually interesting 
round-table discussion, Chuo Ko- 
ron has brought together Kei- 
shiro Irie, professor at Aichi 
University; Masuo Ureshino, edi- 
torial wriser for the Yomiuri 
Shimbun: Saburo Hayashi, 4 
commentator on military mat- 
ters; and Shigeharu Matsumoto, 
director of International House 
of Japan. | 


_ Split in Views 


A split soon develops between 
holders of the sanguine view 
and holders of the waty view 
on recent world affairs, Ureshifio 
takes a moderatély sanguine 
view: “Immediately after the 
Summit Conferénce last ‘Sep- 
tember, disarmament talks were 
opened in New York. They 
soon came to an impasse, but 


even then the Soviet Union was 
beginning unilateral disafma- 
ment in conventior~" weapons. 


“Since competition in nuclear 
weapons has of course continu- 
ed to be as keen as ever, we 
would not be without grounds 
for taking the malicious view 
that this was merely a way to 
concentrate on nuclear weapons, 
We should of course be alive te 
that possibility; and yet it seems 
to me that Soviet cuts by 600,- 
000 men last year and by 120; 


000 men this year are more than 
gestures. 7 
“I think we must recognize 
them as part Of a real effort to 
move toward disarmament ., 
Even in America, and even 
among people like Dulles who 
are most deeply suspicious of 
the Soviet Union, there has been 
a growing recognition that the 
Soviet Union has changed.” 


US. Awareness 
Matsumoto agrees that such a 
recognition is growing in the 
United States. Irie, for his part, 
seems more sanguine than Ure 
shino: “When we look at the 
world situation and ask whether 
there will be -war or peace, we 
find, I think, that the atmos- 
phere suggests a retreat from 
war toward peace, and that the 
Soviet Union has adopted poli- 
cies to make the change more 
pronounced, and is clearly ap 
pealing to other countries to do 
likewise.” 
Hayashi’ disagrees: “tIrie’s 
view would seem to be based 
on the view that the relative im- 
portance of military strength 
has declined. I do not agree.... 
Is it not very clearly the line of 
the American President’s annual 
message this year that economic 
policy is simply to be added to. 
power politics to counteract hos- 
tile world opinion?

“As for the Soviet Union, . 


there are those who think that 
through arms reductions that 
country has- begun to decrease 
its armed strength. They seem 
to me quite wrong. At every 
opportunity, the Soviet Govern- 
ment emphasizes that whatever 
new arms are developed, strong 
ground forces continue to be 
necessary..., | 

“Last year’s reduction by 
600,000 men was only to cancel 
out a secret extension of the 
period of military service, and 
this year’s reduction by 120,000 
men includes construction 
troops and auxiliary troops, and 
actually means little loss in 
fighting strength. These reduc- 
tions have been made to seem 
like arms cuts, when in fact, I 
believe, they ‘are only in* the 
nature of rationalization or re- 
trenchment.” 

‘Numbers Game’ 

Thereafter the argument des- 
cends to what has been called a 
“numbers game.” For the most 
part the opposing views are 
argued with restraint and intel- 
ligence, however, and one feels 
that the editors of Chuo Koron 
have done very well indeed to 
bring these four men together. 
Too often in this country adher- 
ents of one view or the other— 
more articulately, of the sar 
guine view—talk only to one 
another. In Sekai, for instanae, 
we seldom find even a sugges- 
tion that any other view is pos- 
sible. 
The Chuo Koron “Military 
Power” collection also includes 
a scary article by Katsuya Ha- 
yashi, compiler of the map, in 
which he argues that “Japan 
stands now at .a crossroads: war 
or peace”; and transcripts from 
the hearings on Japanese aid 
in the Appropriations Commit- 
tee of the American House of 
Representatives, and of the de- 
bate on rearmament in the Low- 
er House of the West German 
Parliament, 


Warren Speaks on Freedom

WASHINGTON—One aspect 
of freedom may not always re- 
ceive the full attention which it 
is due. This is how free na- 
tions might act to preserve and 
enlarge on their freedom. It. 
was primarily this aspect of 
freedom which Chief Justice 
Earl Warren of the U.S. Su- 
preme Court addressed himself 
during his 18-day trip through 
India which ended Sept. 2. 

In a nationwide address on 
All India Radio, Warren point- 
ed out that many independent 
republics have risen only to 
crumble and fall. Said War- 
ren: 

“They have lasted as long as 
their people were determined 
to be free and were willing to 
sacrifice in order to solve their 
problems according to law rather 
than in accordance with the 
dictates of man.” 

And so it is with free nations 
today. Great leaders, continued 
Warren, can supply wisdom 
and courage and vision, but 
only a strong spirit of freedom 
and justice in the hearts of the 


' people can give character to 


government which will make 
lt endure. And the Chief Jus- 
tice said there is no fixed blue- 
print or pattern of democracy; 
parliamentary democracies 
have simila> objectives but 


there as many different ways of 
realizing them as the ingenuil- 
ties of a free people can devise. 
In fact, said Warren, demo- 
cracy is more a way of life than 
a form of government. 

He cited the case of India to- 
day through which he had 
traveled. 

The immensity of India’s 
problem, he noted, is calling 
out the best that is in her peo 
ple. Warren said it was inspir- 
ing to see at every hand the 
superhuman effort of India’s 
nearly 400,000,000 people to 
raise their living standards. 

What impressed America’s 
Chief Justice even more, how- 
ever, is India’s independent 
judiciary system. But as he 
pointed out earlier in his tra- 
vels, it is not enough that a 
great many rights are guarant- 
eed in the Constitution of a 
nation. Such rights can prove 
to be nothing more than paper 
rights unless there are lawyers 
who are prepared to stand up 
for those rights and fight fer 
them in the courts of law. . 

A widely-circulated Indian 
newspaper, the Express, said: 

“The message of Chief Just- 
ice Warren has infused a fresh 
faith in the lovers of freedom 
in India.”
